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(Editor’s Note: The following ar- 
ticle was first published in the 
July 4, 1991 issue of The Elba 
Clipper. It was written by Katie 
R. Hodge, who was a staff writer 
for the Clipper at that time.) 

The holiday we celebrate tomor- 
row, Fourth of July, is often over- 
shadowed by cook-outs, red, white 
and blue decorations, and beach 
trips. But the real significance of 
this date in history has deep mean- 
ing for each of us. A brief history 
of the years preceding the Declara- 
tion of Independence is in order to 
understand the day we celebrate as 
Independence Day. 

The colonists experienced the 
French and Indian War, the Boston 
Massacre, the “shot heard ‘round 
the world” at Lexington and the 
battle of Concord, the battie at Bun- 
ker and Breed’s Hill before the 
Declaration of Independence, be- 
fore the Revolution and certainly 
before we were established as a 
country with a workable Constitu- 
tion. 

Thirteen colonies divided them- 
selves into separate entities. Many 
feared a federation system of gov- 
emment in which one body would 
control the whole, especially a for- 
eign body. 

Great Britain, in an effort to re- 
tain control over the colonies, 
passed a series of acts to restrict 
personal and economic freedoms. 
Among these were the Stamp Act, 
which taxed everyday items such as 
legal documents, playing cards, liq- 
uor, and newspapers. Next came 
the Quartering Act, which forced 
colonists to house British troops, 
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and furnish them with household 
supplies. The Townshend Acts fol- 
lowed with duties on glass, lead, 
painters’ colors, tea, paper, all to be 
collected at American ports as the 
supplies came in. Act after act 
served as a slap in the face of the 
colonists. 

The East India Company gained 
a virtual mon- 
opoly over the

with George Washington as its 
head. Also included in this session 
was a desire for a well-written offi- 
cial document proclaiming the col- 
Onists’ independence from Great 
Britain.

own indignation, Britain passed the 
Intolerable Acts, which among oth- 
er things, closed the Boston harbor. 

In response, the First Continen- 
tal Congress met in Philadelphia in 
September of 1774. Fifty-six newly 
elected delegates declared the Intol- 
erable Acts, as well as the English 
Parliament, null and void. 

Pamphlets flooded the streets of 
colonial towns. Among the authors 
of such was Thomas Paine, perhaps 
the most effective, in his “Common 
Sense.” He urged America to break 
ties with the Mother Country. Radi- 
cals also urged for a fight for free- 
dom, but Conservatives wanted to 
wait, saying that the people had not 
called for independence, the middle 
colonies were not ready for it, and a 
host of other reasons. 

The Second Continental Con- 


Robert R. Liv- 
ingstone, was 
chosen for this 
task. Our na- 
tion’s third 
president, Thomas Jefferson, 
penned what is now called the Dec- 
laration of Independence. Intense 
debate saw words changed, and 
clauses omitted until finally, all del- 
egates were pleased with the docu- 
ment. Two votes were taken and in 
the final, all colonies except one, 
New York, voted to pass the Dec- 
laration, This vote was taken on the 
Fourth of July, 1776. The final 
draft was adopted. Though not 
signed until later, his date was then, 
and still today is, symbolic of the 
Aecision to break away and become 
an independent country. 

Jefferson’s words acted as a cat- 
alyst of change, With this docu- 
ment, he forever changed the lives 
of people, and the government of 


the land.

Appeal denied Grantham’s killer

After more than 18 years, Coffee 
County Sheriff Neil Grantham’s kill- 
er is still appealing his death sen- 
tence. 

His latest request for permission 
to appeal his death sentence was dis- 
missed by U.S. District Judge ira 
DeMent on Wednesday, June 25, 
1997, 


Federal law now requires that a 
death row inmate ask permission 
from a federal appeals court before 
seeking a second federal appeal to 
their death sentence. 

In 1981, Billy Joe Magwood, 45, 
was sentence to die in the state’s 
electric chair after being convicted 
of the shooting death of Sheriff 
Grantham, 

On the morning of March 1, 


1979, Magwood gunned down 
Grantham in front of the Coffee 
County Jail which was located, at 
that time, in Elba, Al. 

In July of 1983, just two days be- 
fore his scheduled execution, the 
11th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Adanta granted Magwood a stay. 

A resentencing hearing was or- 
dered for Magwood in 1983 by the 
11th U.S, Circuit Court of Appeals. 
After the hearing was held in Elba in 
1986, Magwood was once again sen-

“The Spirit of “76” 
is captured in the tale of John Han- 
cock, who signed his name large on 
the Declaration so that the British 
could read it without putting on 
spectacles. 

History often challenges the pur- 
pose of those fifty-six delegates in 
Philadelphia. The fact that the ma- 
jority of them were wealthy, agri- 
cultural based men seems to pre- 
cede the fact that they were lovers 
of freedom and choice. But what 
better men to lead the fight? They 
were able to lend resources to the 
cause and to use personal ingenuity 
to organize. Perhaps they did gain 
the upper hand. Perhaps some did 
capitalize on circumstances, but hu- 
man nature persists even today. 
This would truly make them Fa- 
thers of our country. Despite the ar- 
gument, America is first and fore- 
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most a salvage for those without, 
those in need, and those that dream. 
What were those fifty-six if not 
dreamers? They dreamed and 
fought, if profiting along the way, 
and paved a path for us today. The 
document that was read to the citi- 
zens of the colonies and the sol- 
diers of the army is the same one in 
all history books today with not one 
word changed. 

Perhaps there was a bit of fate 
involved in our country’s struggle 
for independence. John Locke, an 
English philosopher, wrote several 
treatises of government in the sev- 
enteenth century. Many of our na- 
tion’s founders were all versed in 
Locke’s writings. In these he wrote 
certain unalienable rights, given by 
God. He called these natural rights. 
He included that these rights should 
be abridged by no one. He believed 
that a government should be creat- 
ed to protect those rights, and when 
a government failed to do so, the 
people had the right to build a new 
government. What do these words 
mean-to us? They are the very es- 
sence of our heritage. But those are 
the words of an Englishman. Fate? 
Perhaps.. How wonderfully ironic 
that one of the Mother Country’s 
own would plant the seeds of the 
destruction of the British colonies. 
Perhaps those were not merely the 
words of an Englishman, but the 
words of a human, not likely to en- 
joy a life of bondage, but to covet a 
life of freedom and happiness, 
which all today can enjoy here at 
home in the good ole’ U.S.A., for- 
merly a British colony.

Liberating Taxpayers from the Cost of Government 


Most Americans are unaware 
that Independence Day will be cel- 
ebrated twice this week. While there 
is the historic celebration of our na- 
tional independence on July fourth, 
we should also pause to celebrate a 
lesser known day of liberation on July 
third — Cost of Government Day. 

This Thursday marks the an- 
nual Cost of Government Day. Ac- 
cording to Americans for Tax Reform 
(ATR), that is the day the average 
American worker has earned enough 
in gross income to pay off all federal, 
state and local government-imposed 
financial obligations. This day is not 
to be confused with Tax Freedom Day 
on May 9, which only applies to your 
total tax burden. In other words, by 
Cost of Government Day, you’ ve had 
to work 182 days to pay offall federal, 
State, and local taxes plus the hidden 
cost of government regulations which 
have also been passed onto you as a 
citizen. 

The total cost of government in 
1997 is estimated at $3.52 trillion. 
Federal spending accounts for the larg- 
est block, about $1.76 trillion. State 
and local government spending add 
up to another $1 trillion. But that’s 
just on the surface, Federal regulation 
or ‘hidden taxation’ will consume 
another $981 billion from taxpayers, 
and state worker’s compensation costs 
and tort costs will take the remaining 
$196 billion. In sum, if your income 
is equal to that of the average Ameri- 
can, you give 50.1 percent of your 
annual income to government. That's 
an average cost of $13,500 for every 
man, woman and child in the country. 

It’s also more than most can 
afford, The U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives made that point clear last week 
when we passed a Sense of Congress 
Resolution stating that the cost of

government spending and regulatory 
programs are too high and should be 
reduced so that American families 
will be able to keep more of what they 
earn. Frankly, such cuts in govern- 
ment spending, taxes and regulations 
have been and continue to be the aim 
of the conservative Congress. Cost of 
Government Day has been arriving 
sooner over the last five years — 
down 8 days since 1992, But that’s 
not enough, 

In the 104th Congress ending 
last year, we limited the federal 
government’s ability to impose un- 
funded mandates on state and local 
governments, Unpaid mandates and 
regulations are one of the biggest 
sources of hidden taxes on Ameri- 
cans. 

Since 1994, the conservative 
Congress has cut back the size of 
government, eliminating 290 waste- 
ful federal programs, offices, agen- 
cies and projects. We've also re- 
duced bureaucrats in 29 of 39 major 
government offices. Furthermore, we 
passed a presidential line item veto to 
strike out pork spending in federal 
budgets. This important reform was 
upheld just last week by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

This Congress, the U.S. House 
has just passed the first tax cuts in 16 
years. The new Taxpayer Relief Act, 
targeted to America’s middle income 
families, will save taxpayers some 
$85 billion in net tax relief over the 
next five years, and provide $250 
billion in net tax relief over the next 
ten years. More information on these

Recent studies indicate people 
with depression or anxicly are two to 
three times more likely to have high 
blood pressure. 

We don’t know how or why high 
blood pressure is linked with condi- 
tions such as anxiety and depression, 
but it’s clear there is a connection” 
says UAB psychiatrist Mare Feld- 
man, M.D, 

“Perhaps people with these condi- 
tions simply visit doctors more often 
and are more likely to have high 
blood pressure discovered, It may 
also be that anxiety and depression 
cause blood vessels to constrict, 
causing pressure to go up.” 

Primary care physicians should 
consider routine high blood pressure 
screenings for people being weated 
for depression or anxiety and be 
aware of the possibility of depres- 
sion or anxiety among hypertensive 
patients,

Alabama’s Covered Bridges...A historic link to the past

As you let your mind drift back to 
a by-gone era, imagine yourself trav- 
cling by foot down a lonely stretch 
of dirt road. Up ahead the road be- 
gins to dip down toward the river. 
Looming there in the fading light is 
a dark, mysterious tunnel that you 
must travel through to reach your 
destination. 

The sun has already set and the 
shadows are beginning to lengthen, 
especially along the river bank and 
on the sides of the old wooden struc- 
ture, 

Your pace begins to quicken and 
your heart beats faster as you try not 
to think of all the stories you've 
heard about this old covered bridge 

. Stories about strange sounds, 
ghostly images, and horses not want- 
ing to enter the dark interior. 

You especially remember the ru- 
mor of a murder that supposedly 
took place here one cold December 
night. Now as Pe approach the en- 
trance you are filled with uncertainty 
as all those stories flash before your 
memory. 

The light at the far end seems so 
far away as you pause for a moment 
then plunge into the growing dark- 
ness at a much more rapid pace. A 
stirring breeze causes a cold chill to 


engulf you. The timbers creak with a 
sound that can be heard above your 
quickened footsteps and the splash- 
ing of the river down below. 

After what seems like an eternity, 
you emerge into the remaining light 
at the far end and the road begins to 
climb away from the river. Suddenly 
you hear a woeful cry that is so 
bone-chilling it stops you in your 
tracks. 

As you glance back toward the 
now dark scene, you catch a brief 

limpse of a strange light hovering 
inside the bridge. Quickly you head 
on toward your destination. Later 
when you recount this story, you 
will be left to ponder: did I really see 
and hear that, or was it just my imag- 
ination? 

This scene and similar ones were 
probably repeated many times in the 
distant past when covered bridges 
were common. Likewise these bridg- 
es hold many fond memories. 

There were times of sunny days 
and picnics when the children played 
in and around them or swam in the 
streams below. And of course many 
kisses were stolen by sweethearts be- 
neath the old weathered beams. 

More than 15,000 of these marve- 
lous old timbered tunnels dotted the 
landscape at one time. Fewer. than 
900 remain today, mostly in states 
such as Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, and Ore- 
gon. 

Parke County, Indiana, with an 
unbelievable 32, is the undisputed 
Covered Bridge Capital of the 
World. Only about 50 are still stand- 
ing in the south, including 12 in Ala- 
bama. In early America, the only 
means of transportation was by foot 
or horseback, These bridges were 
therefore a vital link because they 
gave people a safe way to cross 
streams and rivers. 

The Golden Age of covered 
bridges lasted from around 1830 to 
about 1940, With abundant labor and 
vast stands of virgin forests availa- 
ble, they could be built quickly and 
cheaply. Heartpine lumber provided 
strong, decay-proof support timbers. 

The fact that these bridges were 
covered is what sets them apart from 
other type bridges. The traditional 
reason given for the coverings was 
to prevent horses from _ being 
spooked by the moving water below. 

Actually, the coverings provided 
more practical reasons: they gave 
shelter for people who traveled by 
foot or horseback. But mainly they 
protected the floors and sides of the 
bridges from the elements. The side 
framing of these bridges known as 
trusses is what gave them their load- 
bearing capability. 

Among the common truss types 
used were Queenpost, Kingpost, 
Stringer, and Burr Arch. The most 
popular truss type in the south was 
the Town or Lattice Truss. Invented 
in 1830, it would support greater 
weights and allow for longer spans, 
Most of the Alabama bridges used 
this truss type. Of the more than 200 
covered bridges built in our state, 
only ta of the original ones remain. 

hen the modern bridge era be- 
gan, wood was abandoned in favor 
of concrete and sieel. The need for 
two-lane roads and greater weight- 
bearing capability caused the wood- 
en bridge to fall out of favor, Many 
were by-passed and torn down or 
they simply collapsed due to ne- 
glect. Floods took their toll, 

Arson fires, especially in recent 
years, have added to the destruction. 
One such recent loss was Nectar 
Bridge located in Blount County. 
This irreplaceable state treasure was 
385 feet long, making it the fourth 
longest covered bridge in the U.S. 
The 1932 landmark was still in use 
for vehicle traffic when it was total- 
ly destroyed by a fire in June, 1993. 

On a personal note, I was lucky 
enough to see and drive through 
Nectar in April, just two months be- 
fore the fire. The photos I took that 
sunny day are probably among the 
last taken of this grand old structure. 

In recent years public awareness 
of covered bridges has increased 
dramatically, Much work has and is 
being done to save them. Many indi- 


viduals and groups have worked 
tirelessly on their behalf. 

One such group is the National 
Society for the Preservation of Cov- 
ered Bridges. ‘This dedicated group 
of people is in the forefront of 
bridge preservation. Most of the re- 
maining covered bridges have had at 
least some repair work done to 
them; many have had extensive res- 
toration work done. 

A number have been moved to 
places such as city parks in order to 
better preserve them. 

A good example of extensive res- 
toration is Cornish-Windsor bridge 
ro the Connecticut River on 

Vermont-New Hampshire bor- 
der. Last fall I visited this 460-foot 
structure, which is the longest cov- 
ered bridge in the U.S. Over 4 mil- 
lion dollars was spent on this 1866 
landmark to preserve and re-open it 
to vehicle traffic. 

The battle to save these old 
bridges is an ongoing process. Pub- 
lic awareness of their beauty, histor- 
ic significance, and economic value 
is perhaps the key to saving them, 

In the last several years a number 
of new covered bridges have been 
built. Most however don’t have 
load-bearing trusses, so bridge pur- 
ists don’t consider them authentic 
and call them “romantic sheiters.” 

Alabama has several of these 
“new” covered bridges; hopefully 
even more will be built in coming 


years. 

Of special interest to bridge fans 
is that at least one New England 
company is still building covered 
bridges using original methods and 
building components. 

If you would like to visit some of 
Alabama’s bridges, you might want 
to start with the three in Blount 
County. They are all located within 
10 miles of the city of Oneonta. 

These bridges were built in the 
1930's and are still open to vehicle 
traffic. 

Easley is 96 feet long and spans 
a tiny stream called Dub Branch. 


Horton Mill is 220 feet long and — 


at 70 feet about the river bed, is said 

to be the highest covered bridge 

above water in the U.S. There is a 

trail down to the river where you can 

get great photo shots of the bridge 
igh overhead. 

Swann-Joy crossing the Black 
Warrior River is something special. 
It’s a classic example of a stunning 
old bridge in a scenic location. At 
336 feet, it’s the longest in the south. 

Cullman County has two: Clark- 
son, built in 1904, and Lidy Walk- 
er, built in 1926. 

Clarkson is 270 feet long and isa 
favorite with bridge buffs. It sits 
high over Crooked Creek just west 
of Cullman. 

Lidy Walker at 50 feet is Ala- 
bama’s shortest. It spans the outlet to 
a lake on private property just east of 
Cullman, 

Talladega County also has two: 
Waldo, just south of Talladega, and 
Kymulga near Childersburg. They 
are among the state’s oldest, dating 
to around 1860. There is a restaurant 
next to the 115-foot-long Waldo 
bridge and a historic grist mill beside 
Kymulga, which is 105 feet long. 

Both bridges cross Talladega 
Creek in their original locations. 

Gilliland Bridge is 90 fcct long 
and is located at Noccalula Falls 
Park in Gadsden. It dates back to 
nee and was moved to the park in 
1967 


Alamuchee is located on the 
campus of the University of West 
Alabama in Livingston. This 88-foot 
Civil War era bridge was moved to 
the campus where it spans a quiet 
lake, 

Coldwater is located at Oxford 
Lake Park just south of Anniston. 
The 60-foot bridge was moved here 
in 1990, It’s the state’s oldest, dating 
to 1850 and possibly as early as 
1834, This would make it one of the 
oldest in the nation. 

In Coosa County Oakachoy 
Bridge, built in 1915, is located just 
north of Equality. A small park is 
planned for the area around this 56- 
foot bridge spanning rocky Oaka- 
one Creek. 

inally, Alabama's southernmost 
authentic covered bridge is Salem- 
Shotwell located in the Salem Com- 
munity just south of Opelika. It’s 
considered one of the nation’s best 
examples of Town Truss construc- 
tion. 

White Oak, pegs called trunnels 
were used to hold the lattice framing 
in place on this 76-foot bridge built 
in 1900. There is current talk of 
moving this bridge away from its lo- 
cation on Wachoochee Creek to a 
more public location to better protect 
it from vandalism, 

We can no longer visit such nota- 
ble Alabama bridges as Nectar, 
Horseshoe Bend, Duck Springs, 
Hayden, Buzzard’s Roost, and Pint- 
lala Creek, but we can make every 
effort to preserve and protect the few 
we have left, They are such an inte- 
gral part of Alabama history and a 
vital link to our past. 

Why rot plan to visit one or more 
of these “wooden wonders” in your 
wavels this year, When you do, 
please, remember three things: (1) 
Mak’: pictures, (2) Drive through the 
bridze if it’s still open to vehicle 
traflic, and (3) If you are with your 
swectheart, don’t forget to steal a 
kiss,

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FREEZING & 
CANNING TIPS

The following are some freezing 
and canning tips for fresh vegeta- 
bles: 

Canning Tomatoes: 

Hot Pack Method - Use firm, red, 
ripe tomatoes. Wash, pecl, core, and 
cut them into quarters. Heat to boil- 
ing and pack hot. Add 1 teaspoon 
salt per quart. You can add 1/4 tea- 
spoon citric acid USP grade to each 
pint (1/2 teaspoon per quart) to low- 
er the pH level. Add it afer filling 
each jar about half full, Adjust jar 
lids and bands. Process in a boiling 
waterbath canner (212°F) - - pint 
jars, 35 minutes; quart jars, 45 min- 
ules, 

If you have been processing your 
tomatoes in the pressure canner, you 
are ae all of your Vitamin C. 
This is why we recommend the wa- 
terbath method. 

Raw packing is no longer recom- 
mended, \t has been found that a 
highly heat resistant mold is able to 
survive during the processing of 
raw-packed tomatoes. When this 
mold grows, it changes the pH of the 
tomatoes from a high-acid to a low- 
acid product. The canned tomatoes 
then become susceptible to the 
growth of Clostridium botulinum. 
This microorganism pies a tox- 
in that can cause death. 

Canning Corn 

- Husk 
com, remove silks, and wash. Cut 
com from cob at about center of ker- 
nel and then scrape cob. 

To each quart com add one pint 
boiling water. Heat to boiling. Use 
pint containers only. Pack hot to 
within 1 inch of top. Add 1/2 tea- 
spoon salt to each pint jar. Adjust jar 
lids and bands. Process in pressure 
canner at 10 pounds pressure 
(240°F) - pint jars, 85 minutes. 

- Only 
‘freshly gathered, young, tender com 
| should be canned. Cut corn from the 

cob deeply enough to remove most 
of each kemel. 

To each quart corn add one pint 
boiling water. Heat to boiling. Pack 
com to about one inch of top. Cover 
with hot cooking liquid, leaving one- 
inch head space. Add 1/2 teaspoon 
salt to each pint; one teaspoon to 
each quart. Adjust jar lids and bands. 
Process in pressure canner at 10 
pounds pressure (240°F.) - pint jars, 
55 minutes; quart jars, 85 minutes.

Gary Lees From Australia 


Gary Lees is with us from Austra- 
lia, He is 25 years old and works 
with Seed and Grain lama in Austra- 
lia, The main crops he works with 
there are Couton and wheat. He is on 
a three-month business exchange 
program and is here in Coffee 
County working and being hosted by 
Dixie Ag in Kinston, 

Australia is a place most of us 
would like to go, And in the world 
of agriculture and couon talk the 
name of Australia comes up often, 
Besides raising crocodiles and kan- 
garoos they raise a whole lot of cot- 
ton; they are the world’s Sth largest 
colton producer to be exact. 

_The other crops that Lees works 
with are soybeans, sorghum sun- 
flower, mung beans, fava beans, 
wheat, barley, oats, chick peas, and 
canola, It is too hot and dry for corm 
there, 

Australia grows 750,000 acres of 
colton which is predominantly irri- 
gated. The average yield is 3,2 bales 
per acre. Four-bale yield is common 
and occasionally 5 bales because of 
the irrigation. 

The farming is very capital inten- 
sive, Production costs on cotton are 
typically $1000 per acre, so yields 
have to be high to cover expenses. A 
small portion of the drop is dry land, 

Annual rainfall is 24 inches per 
year, only 8 inches during the grow- 
ing season. Temperatures go up to 
115 degrees FP. The soil type is high 


clay enabling them to store a lot ot 
subsoil water. Dry land costs $2-300 
per acre, so if yields go one bale it 
has been a very good season. 

The major cotton pests are the he- 
liothis, which are similar to tobacco 
bud worm and boll worms here. 
They normally spray 10 to 12 times. 

Minor pests are thrips, aphids, 
plant bugs and mites. The majority 
of the spraying is done at night be- 
cause of the heat. 

Australia has had cotton for only 
30 years now, so it is a relatively 
new crop to them, However, they are 
on the razor edge of technology, and 
are learning a great deal from other 
countries in the cotton industry. 

Lees is here to learn different 
farming systems and to see how oth- 
er agrcicultural companies operate. 
He took advaantage of this opportu- 
nity to broaden his horizons and to 
see more of the world. Working 
with Dixie Ag this summer with the 
sales representatives he will also be 
scouting cotton for insects, bugs and 
other things of interest. 

Lees is amazed at several things 
here, For example the size of the 
paddocks, The average field here is 
often 5 to 25 acres, while in Austra- 
lia it is 4-500 acres, Of course in 
Australia the people drive on the left 
side of the road. 

In Kinston and in the south, Lees 
is enjoying the friendliness of the 
people, the multitude of fast food 
restaurants; and there are 62 chan- 
nels on TV here versus 4 channels 
in Australia,

Growing a Pole Bean garden 


The other day | visited with Mr. 
D,L, and Mrs, Jewel Padget in Elba, 
If anyone wants to garden they can; 
all you have to do is want to, 

Mr, D,L, is 90 and Mrs, Jewel is 
79 years young. To visit with them 
in their garden is a real pleasure, 

They are famous for their scup- 
pernongs, but I went to see their 
pole bean arbor, They have a trellis 
30 feet long, 8 feet wide, and 7 feet 
high, They use treated 4-inch posts 
and a role of hog wire. 

They raised the wire 8 inches off 
the ground so they could fertilize 
and weed and work the soil, They 
keep the soil pretty loose so the 
bean roots can run out. 

They use chicken litter as well as 
soil test and add whatever the soil 
test requires -- it is usually 15-0-15 
fertilizer, 

They plant somewhere around 
Good Friday, and plant stringless 
blue lake pole beans, because you 
don't have to string them. They also 
plant cucumbers, sunflowers and 
eggplant along the arbor, 

When it is dry they water the 
beans about every 4 days soaking 
the ground well, They also spray 
them with a mixture of Malathion 


and Daconil, using 1 tablespoon of 
Malathion and 1 tablespoon of Dac- 
onil in one gallon of water, This 
controls the insects and diseases. 

They spray about every 10 to 12 
days when it is dry and more often 
when it is rainy, 

Keeping your beans picked and 
then side-dressing them about every 
three weeks wilil encourage them to 
keep on bearing; keep picking and 
they will keep ing. Some beans 
have beren known to bera all sum- 
mer, through fall until frost. 

The beans will generally climb 
the wire with no help, but the cu- 
cumbers need encouraging to get 
started, then they do fine. 

Green beans do ‘well in the sun or 
shade, but when the vines cover the 
arbor it makes a perfect picture. 
They also make good shade for you 
when you are picking. The arbor 
saves your back; the beans are just 
hanging there ready to be picked. 
Another plus is the vegetables are 
soclean you hardly have to wash 
them. 

When you look up and see all of 
those beans and cucumbers just 
hanging there it makes gardening a 
pleasure,

New Brockton council meeting smooth

Monday night’s meeting of the 
New Brockton Town Council was 
-brief and to the point. It took council 
members less than thirty minutes to 
conduct the town’s business, 

After noting that all council mem- 
bers were present, Mayor Britt Lee 
led the council through the business 
‘seSsion. 

‘Following a brief discussion con- 
ceming garbage/trash fees, Mayor 
Lee recommended that the fee be set 
at $30 per load. This charge will 
only apply to individuals who own 
property in New Brockton but are 
not paying monthly garbage/trash 
collection fees. 

The city clerk introduced, for the 
record, an ordinance, No. 97-002, 
dealing with the disposition of 
wrecked, dismantled and  non- 
Operating vehicles within the city 
limits of New Brockton. 

‘Council members will review the 
ordinance and it will be voted on at 
the next meeting. 

. Councilman Rodger Harrison 
asked if this was not already an ordi- 
nance. Mayor Lee commented that 
for some reason only a part of an or- 
dinance dealing with this problem 
was recorded in the present book of 
ordinances; therefore, a new ordi- 
nance will have to be enacted. 

Under the heading of unfinished 
business, the council passed the ordi- 
hance, No. 97-001, instituting a per- 
sonnel management system for the 


_Town of New Brockton, 


Also, two resolutions were passed 
in conjunction with the passage of 
the above mentioned ordinance. 

The first one dealt with the adop- 
tion of the rules and regulations set 
forth in the ordinance. The second 


resolution addressed the classifica- 
tion plan which establishes require- 
ments for the different positions of 
yale Ie within the town. 

A third resolution was introduced 
for members of the council to review 
and be voted on at the next meeting. 
This resolution concerns the adop- 
tion of a uniform pay plan for the 
employees of the town. 

Tuming to other business, the 
council approved for payment 
monthly bills totaling $21,104.55. 
City Clerk Annette Williams noted 
that the bills were higher this month 
due to payment of a $4,000 attorney 
fee and the premium on the town’s 
insurance coverage. 

Mayor Britt noted that the town 
still had a balance of more than 
$22,000.00 in the town’s coffers af- 
ter payment of all bills.

ve a report partment’s ac- 
Evities for the month of June. 

He stated that the police depart- 
ment had answered 8 complaints, 
made 4 arrests, and issued 17 iraffic 
citations. 

Lt. Gilbert noted that the rescue 
squad had made 10 runs while the 
fire department had responded to a 
grass and automobile fire. 

He commented that there were no 
traffic accidents investigated for the 
month and that five dogs had been 
taken to the pound. 

A request for ammunition to be 
used by the officers of the depart- 
ment in weapons qualification was 
approved by the council. 

Also, after a brief discussion, the 
cost of repairs to a fence damaged at 

the county highway department by a 
police car was approved. The lone

Highway 84 four-laning proposed

The Alabama Highway Depart- 
ment held a public meeting in Elba 
Tuesday evening to present their 
proposed route for the long dis- 
cussed four-laning of U. S. 84 from 
Enterprise to Andalusia. Highway 
Department officials were also invit- 
ing opinions and input from interest- 
ed citizens. 

Over 200 interested citizens at- 
tended the informal meeting, which 
was held at Elba Elementary School. 

Of interest to Elba residents is the 
plan to route the 4 lane North of the 
downtown area. It will leave the ex- 
isting highway, East of town at the 
old Matthews (or Twin Oaks) Store. 
The route will cross Brunson Farm, 
behind the existing home of Matt 
Brunson, It will cross Pea River and 
join the existing bypass, eliminatin 
the home or Police Chief R. W. 
Whitworth, 

The route will follow the bypass 
around town and rejoin the existing 
Highway 84. The plan Appears to cut 
through the Dixie Ford building and 
the Big Little Convenience Store 


building. 

The widening will eliminate the 

RanchHouse Restaurant, the stock- 
ards and Blackmon Seed and Feed 
uilding as it knifes toward Opp. 

At Opp the route will join the to 
be constructed 331 bypass and go 
South of town, rejoining the existing 
84 West of Horn Hill Road, enroute 
to Andalusia. 

Driving East to New Brockton, 
the four-lane will turn South on the 
railroad bed behind the home of Mil- 
dred Devaughan. It will go between 
the homes of L. A. Boyd and his son 
Lee Boyd. ; 

The road will rejoin the existing

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UP, UP AND OVER THE LEVEE...The project implementing flood mitigating measures has begun in the Put- 
nam Street area of Elba, Installation of a twin pumping station which will lift rainwater trapped inside the levee up 
and over the levee into the Pea River is well underway. Work on the project began on June 23. The contractor, 
George Hammer Construction of Samson, AL, has 120 calendar days (October 20, 1997) in which to complete the 
job. The mounting base upon which the two 17,500 gallons per minute electric pumps will be mounted is already 
completed and the twin pipes are in the process of being installed.

County now has one courthouse - 
and several annexes. 

On Monday, demolition crews be- 
an tearing cown the Enterprise 
ourthouse Annex to make room for 

the new $4.5 million facility. 

A small delay was experienced 
early in the process when a permit to 
dump the refuge in a private landfill 
had to be obtained. At press time, 
county officials were working on 
getting this problem solved. 

Also being tom down is an old 
house sa by the Department of 
Youth Services. 

The demolition process is expect- 
ed to take 10 days 

Last week, individuals who were 
interested in acquiring items from 


the old structure were allowed to bid 
on them. Several did. It is not known 
at this time how much money was 
realized from the sale. 

The present building was con- 
structed in 1925 after two previous 
Structures burned. The courthouse 
annex was established in Enterprise 
in 1907 by an act of the Alabama 
Legislature. 

Elba remains the county seat of 
Coffee County. 

In 1994, a lawsuit was filed in 
federal court claiming that the old 
building failed to meet the require- 
ments set forth in the Americans 
with Disabilities Act of 1990. 

As a settlement in that suit, the 
county had the option of either cor- 
recting the deficiencies in the 
present structure or tearing it down 
and building a new facility. The 


New weapon for use against fire ants

A new weapon has been devel- 
oped for use in the war against fire 
ants. Scientists have successfully 
tested a parasitic nematode that eats 
fire ants for lunch, 

These miracle-working, micro- 
scopic worms are being marketed in 
Texas by a Huntsville, Texas compa- 
ny, Gulf Coast Biological Controls, 
under the name ANTidote, 

The company has a history of 


dous problem for cattle ranchers, be- 
cause armies of the insects attack 
newborn calves, 

The way the nematodes in ANTi- 
dote kill is to attach themselves to 
fire ants and ride into the colony. 
There, the worms bore into every ant 
in sight and eat their way out. While 
infected, fire ants do not sting or for- 
age like they once did, 

Afterwards, mature nematodes 
spawn and offsprings infect other 
ants that come into the area, If the 
ants flee, they carry the parasite with

providing biological solutions that the 


are non-toxic to the environment and 
don't harm people and pets, 

In field studies, fire ant activity 
dramatically decreased when the par- 
asilic nematodes were applied to 
cow pastures, Fire ants are a tremen- 


Nematodes multiply rapidly and 
infect mounds in the region, includ- 
ing those in neighboring yards and 
pastures, ANTidote nematodes also 
kill fleas and grubs in the ground, 
Because the microscopic worms oc-
